There are several Roman coins having 4 reverse 
bearing the inscription Fides Auguetfa), and these 
are, I think, about as close as you are likely to 
come to the Fidelity type, for which yor are locking. 


In cone case, on a coin of Pletina, the wife of 
Trajan, Vides iy represented as a standing female figure 
with three ears of cern in one hand, and a bakket of 
fruit in the other. Lm the coing of the later Fmper- 
ors, there is @ coin having two right hands clasped. 


The first of these is illustrated in Stevenson's 
Dictionary of Roman Coins, puge 385. Of the second, 
we can furnish an illustration, if that meets your need. 
If neither of them are satisfactory, please advise me and 
I will endeavour to do something further.
